I have 
heard a lot of mean things said about 
Sacramento, but this is the worst.

ple who can persuade the world that 
a lot of irrigating ditches with green 
scum floating on the water constitute 
@ mecca of art, are worthy of atten- 
tion. Any people who could get away 


everything. 

Just at present it is a land full of 
alarme—and spies. Holland is con- 
vinced that, if Germany wins the war, 
an attempt will be made to force her 
to surrender her independence and 
come in as one of the kingdoms of 
the German empire. On the other hand, 
if the allies win, it is almost a cinch 
that Holland will be compelled to give 
up the mouth of the Scheldt River to 
Belgium or England. It is recognized 
by all strategists that Antwerp might 
have been held against the Germans— 
at least for a period long enough to 
seriously hinder the Teuton opera- 
tions, if England could have sent ships 
up the Scheldt. 

HOLLAND IS PRO-ALLY. 

Of the two Holland seems to regard 
the Scheldt situation as the least of 
two evils, for the population of Hol- 
land is violently pro-ally. Perhaps 
one of the causes of the prejudice 
against Germany is the claim of Ger- 
many that the Kaiser really has more 
right to the Dutch throne through in- 
heritance than Wilhelmina herself. 

Many persons who ought to know 
assert that Holland will enter the war 
as one of the allies when the 
psychological moment comes. I don't 


she ‘is bristling for a fight if a fight 
comes her way. The whole country 
is full of soldiers. Troops on practice 
marches are kicking up the Aust on 
every country The cafes are 
filled with officers. You come upon 
barracks full of soldiers in every 
Dutch city. 

When 1 was in Holland there were 
half a million soldiers under arms 
and another levy of 250,000 was to 
be called to the colors in the next 
month. This would bring the army 
up to a formidable figure. On account 
of the geographical location of Hol- 
land she might be a very serious men- 
ace to Germany if called in at the 
right time. 

The Dutch troops are considered to 
be of high quality, but the officers 
have not been trained to a point 
where they rank with either the Ger- 
man or the French. I understani 
that they are working very hard with 
the officers and are improving them 
very rapidly. 

As being the nearest and most ac- 
cessible neutral ground, Holland is 
filled with a queer gang of people. 
very hotel is packed with slippery 
genticmen trying to sell everything 
from chewing gum to cartridges to the 
contending armies. One of them ac- 
tually tried to sell some Americgn 
chewing gum to the German General 
Staff for the use of the German troops 
on the ground that it would keep their 
minds off their troubles to chew their 
cuds as they marched. I don't know 
whether the General Staff was for- 
mally assembled and a wad of gum 
passed from one strategist to another 
or not, but his offer was considered 


and declined, 
HOT-AIR ARTISTS. 


I met a lot of these people. They 
w all well dressed and were full 
of mysterious remarks about ship- 
loads of material going to Archangel. 
I thought most of them were pure 
bunk. There was another crowd of 
hot-air artists who were lawyers hang- 
ing around for the purpose of per- 
suading the British and German gov- 
ernments to permit goods to be 
brought out of Belgium through the 
British blockade. All these fellows 
pretended to have an immense amount 
of secret influence with powers high 
in both governments. When Sir Ed- 
ward Grey or the German Chancellor 
was mentioned they smiled as though 
in tender reminiscence of intimate in- 
cidents. They spoke chattily of the 
Crown Prince as though they always 
called him Will except when there 
were strangers around. They spoke 
very largely and in an off-hand and 
careless manner of the retaining fees 
they had accepted. But they didn't 
seem to be getting much goods out of 
Belgium.

compelled to withdraw and placed in 
a position of dishonor toward Servia.

POSSIBLE INTERVENTION.

Houses on the exposed mesa, facing 
the boundary lines, were cleared of 
their occupants. 

Villa kept up his artillery fire for a 
bret period before dark and then 
ceased. The damage to Agta Prieta 
seemed to observers on the American 
side to be confined to two half shat- 
tered windmills, a few obliterated 
adobe houses in which a number of 
women and children camp followers 
were killed, and to torn places in the 
wire entanglements where Villa's 
Yaquis attempted to storm the town 
last night. ; 
‘Ammunition and reinforcements 
from the East for the Villa army, 
which were looked for shortly after 
noon, were reported coming though 
Gallardo Pass late today. Gen. Villa 
made every effort to provide provi- 
sions and water for his thirsty and 
half-starved men. This afternoon ap- 
parently he had succeeded. The wa- 
ter supply at Gallardo Ranch, de- 
stroyed two weeks ago by Gen. Calles’s 
men, was restored, and a large sup- 
ply of flour from some mysterious 
source reached his lines. 

It seemed probable, therefore, as 
the evening wore on, that Villa had 
decided to wait until tomorrow before 
renewing his attack on Agua Prieta, 
meantime distributing provisions to his 
men.

EAR HOTEL MAN 
HAS DROWNED. 


TAKES OCEAN PLUNGE DESPITE 
DOOTOR’S WARNING, 


Proprietor of St. George with 
Weak Heart Goes into Surf After 
Being Told it may Cost His Life. 
Falls to Return—Olothing is Found 
in Bath-house. 


* 


The finding of the missing man's 
clothing in a room in the Venice bath- 
house, and the knowledge that he was 
suffering from a weak heart, late last 
night caused the friends and relatives 
of Emil Lesser, proprietor of the St. 
George Hotel, and prominent German 
resident, to fear that the hotel owner 
was drowned while bathing res- 
terday at the beach. This belief is 
strengthened by the fact that two 
weeks ago Mr. Lesers physician, Dr. 
Levine, warned him to stop bathing 
on peril of his life. 

Mr. Lesser, who is well-known in 
Teutonic circles of this city, was a 
veteran of the Franco-Prussian war of 
1870, and a firm believer in the 
strenuous life. Following the close of 
the war, he came to this country and 
settled in Birmingham, Ala. During 
his stay in that city he acquired a 
Great deal of property, and was known 
as one of the prominent hotel men 
there. 

A few years ago he came to Los 
Angeles, and purchased the St. George 
Hotel. Shortly after this he began to 
suffer with his heart. He was told to 
stop such strenuous exercises as he 
had been indulging in. 

In spite of these warnings, he con- 
tinued to make his frequent trips to 
the beach, as he enjoyed ocean bath 
ing greatly. Two weeks ago Dr. Le- 
vine ordered him to stop. Consider- 
ing that his baths did him more good 
than harm, Mr. Leser continued, 
making his last trip yesterday morn- 
ing. 


Always a punctual man, his family 
became alarmed when he did not ap- 
Pear at his residence, No. 752 Fast 
Adams street, for supper last nicht. 
Mr Lesser sent her nephew, Clyde 
Minnis, to Venice. The police of the 
beach city were enlisted in the search, 
and the abandoned clothing was dis- 
covered. 

According to the bath attandents, 
Mr. Lesser left the building about 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. He had 
not returned when the tide commenced 
to recede at 5:40 o'clock. Twelve im- 
mers, led by Detective Lieutenant 
Reynolds, searched the beach from 
Ocean Park to South Beach, without 
discovering any trace of the missing 
man. 

Dr. Levine stated last night he be- 
lieved Mr. Leer was overcome with 
heart failure while bathing.

He concluded his address with 
the suggestion that every advertising 
man should consider it a duty to chal- 
lenge false statements that may lead 
te discord and misunderstanding. 

H. S. McKee, cashier of the National 
Rank of California, spoke on the Fed- 
eral Reserve Act particularly in its ap- 
Plication to the average business man 
and stated that at the present time 
the Federal Bank of the twelfth dis- 
trict, comprising the Pacific 
States, has a capita] of $3,000,000 and 
a reserve fund already of $12,000,000 
which will factlitate the liquidation ot 
short-time paper and establish a more 
elastic monetary system than the 
country has heretofore ever had.

“Unless we sign this release we will 
doe no closer to a settlement of our at- 
fairs than we were the day the com- 
pany stopped business. It will be 
greatiy to the advantage of the debtor 
stockholder, the promise being given 
that the company will cancel their 
outstanding notes and allow them 
credit for as much stock as they have 
paid for. The paid-up stockholders, as 
e rule, are in favor of the plan and 
are signing the release. There is noth- 
tag else the debtor stockholders can 
do if they want to be protected, If we 
keep up this fussing and do not 
eliminate litigation, we will eventually 
pay out all of our money to lawyers 
and have nothing left.”

ORE BONDS. 

Great Britain and France having shown 
the way, Italy is now after some of the 
“beautiful American money.” The Italian 
government has appointed Lee, Higginson 
& Co, to place a loan in the United States. 
Arrangements have been made to start 
with $25,000,000 one-year notes, and, as 
soon as these are taken, to follow with an- 
other issue and another and another, until 
American people are gorged. The prin- 
and interest of these notes are pay- 
in gold in the United States. Notes 
bonds will be issued in $100, $500 and 
$1000 denominations and they can be con- 
verted at the will of the holder into long 
term bonds. Russian, Servian, Rumanian, 
Bulgarian, German and Atstro-Hungarian 
bonds will probably be along, poco tiempo.

The German empire replaced the German 
federation in 1871, and the title of Prest- 
dent, formerly borne by the Prussian 
sovereign, was succeeded by that of “Ger- 
man Emperor’—not, as is frequently mis- 
stated, Emperor of Germany. Theoretically, 
the embodiment of power is in the Bun- 
desrath; but Prussia, being the dominant 
state, and the Prussian King having almost 


absolute authority over that state, it works | 


out so that the Prussian vote in the Bundes- 
rath is practically in control and is under 
the immediate influence of the Kaiser. 
France has been called a “bewildered 
republic.” The ministry resigns in a crisis 
if a vote of confidence is lacking: the Pres- 
ident is largely a figurehead for whose acts 
(except treason) the ministry is directly 
responsible to the Chamber of Deputies. 
Any member of the Chamber of Deputies 
may at any time question a minister in 
such a way as to put the ministry on the 
defensive and precipitate a debate. France 
is pestered with political parties. Instead 
of two general parti as in England 
or America, there are usually six or eight

In Italy, as in England, the King is in- 
vested theoretically with enormous power. 
But not one of the three Kings since the 
adoption of the constitution of United Italy 
has attempted to make use of ft. Actually 
his power, however, ts considerable. The 
Senate is composed of members appointed 
for life by the crown, but he can only make 
these appointments from stipulated classes, 
and the Senate itself practically ratifies— 
or disapproves—of the King's appointments. 
The Chamber of Deputies is elected by the 
people; and the ministry resigns in a crisis 
if a vote of confidence is lacking. 

Austria is a limited monarchy. The Em- 
peror nominates his own ministers who 
are, theoretically at least, responsible to 
the Reichsrath and may be impeached by 
either of the two branches of Parlament. 
The Herrenhaus resembles the English 
House of Lords; the lower house is elected, 
and has more power than is generally cred- 


ited to it. 

Hungary has practically a separate gov- 
ernment with the Emperor of Austria as 
the King and a joint ministry and joint 
revenues. 

Russia is an absolute monarchy. The 
Duma is summoned by the Czar and dis- 
missed by him; it may not discuss any sub- 
ject relative to the constitution not intro 
duced by his authority, and he may veto any 
decision the Duma makes. 

Europe has twenty-five states, including 
Turkey. Twenty of these are termed mon- 
archies in that they have hereditary ex- 
ecutives: Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, Den- 
mark, Germany, Great Britain, Greece, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Litchenstein, Luxemburg, Mona- 
co, Montenegro, Holland, Norway, Rumania, 
Russia, Servia, Spain, Sweden. The re 
publics are France, Portugal, Switzerland 
and two obscure states San Marino and 
Andorrm 

Norway is the only country having two 
Parliamentary houses wherein the upper 
house is not designed to be the more con- 
servative. Bulgaria, Servia, Montenegro, 
Greece and Luxemburg have but one house. 
Only in Austria, Germany, Russia, Sweden 
and Switzerland does the upper house pos- 
sess a parity of power both in the initiative 
and veto of all projects of legislation.

ferred upon him the right to earn an honest 
living here, and that Arizona has no power 
to enact laws to make a thief or a beggar 
of him, or to drive him out of the State, for 
no crime other than that of having been 
born out of the United States. 

Some commentators on this Arizona case 
while it was pending expressed their appre 
hension that if decision was made against 
the Arizona law it would prove the fore 
runner of another decision that should take 
from the States their right to prescribe the 
conditions under which aliens might hold 
real estate. 

This apprehension was unfounded. At 
common law an alien could not take real 
estate either by inheritance or purchase. 
This doctrine has been modified by statute. 
In most of the United States statutes have 
been enacted by which resident aliens are 
placed on the same footing as natura] born 
citizens as to the right to acquire, hold, and 
transmit property, both real and personal. 
In some States the same liberal policy has 
been pursued towards nonresident aliens, 
while in others these privileges are ac- 
corded with restrictions, and in some cases 
denied altogether. 

But there is a wide difference between 
the privilege of an alien to hold real es- 
tate—a privilege which the common law 
denies—and the right of an alien to live, 
and to labor in order that he may live. Be- 
cause the Supreme Court has affirmed this 
latter right it does not in the least follow 
that it will therefore assert that aliens can- 
not be denied by the State the privilege of 
owning real estate within its confines.

The five “withdrawal” suits, in 
which Federal Judge Bledsoe has been 
disqualified from acting, will he tried 
in Fresno beginning next Wednesday, 
before United States District Judge 
Robert 8. Bean of Portland. 5 

What are known as the “fraud 
suite, six in number, involving the 
allegation on the part of the govern- 
ment that no oll or other mineral was 
found in any of the land until after 
the withdrawal order of President Taft, 
September 27, 1909, will be called be- 
fore Judge Bledsoe in San Francisco, 
next Monday. It is not likely Judge 
Bledsoe will sit in the case first called, 
except to hear a motion for his own 
disqualification. Judge Bledsoe until 
recently was the owner of 1100 shares 
of the capital stock of the National 
Pacific Oil Company, a competitor of 
the Standard Oil Company, one of the 
numerous defendants in the “fraud 


suits. 
He was disqualified from hearing 
five of the “withdrawal” suits at 


Fresno, ten days ago, for this reason, 
and it is deblieved that the point will 
be again raised by some of the de- 
fendant corporations. 

All of the land in all of the suits, 
is located in Kern county, and the 
trials are but the beginning of litiga- 
tion that will not stop this side of the 
United States Supreme Court, no mat- 
ter who wins in the lower courts. 
Property valued at millions of dollars 
is at stake in the final adjudication of 
the many questions at issue. 


STANDARDIZE SADARIES. 


Board of Supervisors and Civil Serv- 
ice Commission Discuss Ordinance 
Affecting Pay Roll. 

At a conference between the Board 
of, Supervisors and the County Civil 
Service Commission yesterday the sal- 
aries of the various county employees 
aie considered, the discussion arising 


from the provisions of the ‘ordinance 
prepared by members of the commis- 
sion and Supervisor Hamilton. The 
ordinance creates the office of Director 
of Visual Education at a maximum 
salary of $175 a month. The last 
budget appropriated $10,000 for the 
work of exhibiting moving pictures in 
the county schools. 

The conference decided that all chief 
deputies in the various county depart- 
| ments shall receive salaries of $175 a 
month. In the Coroner's office the 
chief clerk is receiving $200 a month, 
and his salary will be cut. 

An additional turnkey and a finger- 
print expert will be added to the force 
in the Sheriff's office. A clerk in the 
Supervisors’ office will be placed on a 
monthly salary instead of being on a 
per diem. No cut was made in the 
salaries of the secretary of the Supe- 
rior Court, the secretary of the Pro- 
bate Court and the trustee of the 
Failure to Provide Court. 
| When the trustee was reached at 


the conference Supervisor Pridham 
asked Secretary Doty what provision 
had been made in view of the ousting 
of Miss May Allison. Mr. Pridham 
said he had heard her work highly 
commended, and it was desirable to 
retain efficient employees. Secretary 
Doty replied he thought some arrange- 
ment could be made in her behalf.

SUGAR COMPANY CO-OPERATES 
WITH CREAMERY MAN IN 
BUSINESS, 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE } 

CHINO, Nov. 2. — 0. M. Moyer, 
working in conjunction with the 
American Beet Sugar Company, is 
establishing a model dairy and cream- 
ery in Chino, and will soon be milk- 
ing sixty cows daily. This number 
will be augmented from time to time 
until the Moyer dairy herd. contains 
500 fine cows. 

The sugar people are erecting the 
buildings for the dairy and creamery 
and will have nothing but the most 
modern throughout. The interior 
of all buildings will be painted white. 

The building containing the milking 
stanchions will be 40x110 feet, made 
to accommodate sixty cows From 
time to time other similar buildings 
will be erected. The floor and walls 
to a height of five feet will be con- 
crete. From the top of the concrete 
wall to the roof will be enclosed in 
screen wire. Roof ventilation will 
be used. 

The creamery building will de 18x2¢ 
feet, made of concrete and furnished 
with the most modern machinery for 
handling cream and butter. A ailo, 
twenty feet in diameter and sixty feet 
high, will be made early next spri 
Mr. Moyer is also establishing a 22 
and butter depot in town. 

In the arrangement between the 
company and Mr. Moyer the former 
will receive all the skimmed milk for 
hog feed, and all the fertilizer to be 
used to enrich land that has de- 
teriorated on account of having been 
Planted to beets year in and year out. 
This fall more than 1000 acres of 
land heretofore used to raise beets 
will be sowed to grain. 

Besides the dairy the sugar company 
is preparing to increase the number 
of hogs on the hog ranch until this 
branch of the business will have 1000 
brood sows.
